Fred Burkley, a nelghbor, captured him
with the ald of C, F. Rawitzer and
Ernest Segl, and held him for the police,

Few Clues to Identity.

At the Fontenells the room of "Haffles'
Glenn, ns he his already been Aubbed
by the police, ham been divested of all
belongings and sent to headdquarters.

Elxcept for several watches, which may
or may not belong to him. nothing of
suspleious nature could he found, Only
that prominent citizens practically caught
him in the scot of committing robbery,
one would never take him for anything
but n proaperous business man
His permonal possessions at the hotal
conslsted of an expensive bng, filled
with traveler's articles, all engraved with
hin Initlals, and an umbrella-cans, also
engraved,

Aoting Chlef of Detectives Deversess
attempted to draw him into oconfesslon
of half n doxen burglaries in the nsigh-
barhood where he was caught, but Gienn
remained steadfast, nnd insisted that “it
was all a mistake."

Letier from Woman.
